The bicy cle is an ex cellent 
ex ample of this kind of g rowth in me­

interesting, as showing the prevalence 
of an anim al at pres* nt almost extinct 
in Europe. 
The great weight of some ol the stags, 
b oars and b ears b rought to b ook b y the 
elector is as surprising as the enormous 
totals we have given 
Today red deer 
stags of 300 pounds avoirdupois are, 
with the. exception, perhaps, of H unga­ 
rian red deer, considered unusually fine 
animals. 
Indeed, Scotch deer of that 
weight (clean) are today next to u n ­ 
known. Ii< w much, therefore, must the 
race have d* generated when we read of 
stags k ilhd b y the ab ove sportsman 
scaling over 850 pounds avoirdupois and 
hear that he shot 4,130 stags which 
weighed over 450 pounds! The antlers 
of these animals were in proportion to 
their b ulk. Every sportsman knows that 
today red de* r antlers b earing more 
than 14 tines are exceedingly rare. How 
one w ishes oneself b ack in the elector’s 
days, when one hears of great heads 
w ith 30 tines and peruses his summary, 
according to which he b agged 89 stags 
of 20 points and upward and 1,735 deer 
of 14 points and upward!

I n s e c t P ests In H a w a ii. 
Few countries have b een more plagued 
b y the importation of insect pests than 
the Hawaiian Islands, and none has 
b enefited so greatly b y the introduction 
of species to destroy them. The greatest 
harm was done b y scale insects, which 
multiplied enormously and spread all 
over the islands. 
To counteract these 
pests coccinellidse, vulgarly known as 
ladyb irds, 
were 
introduced into the 
islands in 1800 and were a complete 
success. They b ecame perfectly natural­ 
ized, increased prodigiously for a time, 
almost cleared the trees and then, as 
their prey b ecame comparatively scarce, 
decreased in numb ers, only to reappear 
when tho plague returned some time 
afterward in the island of Kanui. 
The 
fruit trees cn this island, especially the 
orange and lime, were in a most de­ 
plorab le condition from the attacks of 
aphis and scales. 
Very few ladyb irds 
could b o seen, b ut 111 a few w’eeks they 
swarmed, and in six m onths’ time the 
infested trees were all in perfect condi­ 
tion, full of fruit and flower. 
The rea­ 
son why the imported b eneficial insects 
have done so ranch good in Hawaii, 
w hile elsewhere their success has b een 
less marked, is that the remote portions 
of tho islands and the comcquently 
limited fauna have given free scope for 
increase to tiie new arrivals.— New 
York Sun.
